THE SYSTEM REVEALED 
AGAIN. 


Mr. Chamberlin of the crime commission alleges 
that O’Connor’s escape has been foreseen for more 
than a Week. “The jail conditions have been such 
that it is remarkable O’Connor was held so long,” 
he says. 

The conditions at the jail are characteristic of 
the conditions of law enforcement generally. They 
are representative, not peculiar, and of a general 
condition, not.merely of conditions at the jail.

As 
his parents took. him to England in his child- 
hood, he lost his American ‘citizenship if he 
exercised any rights or performed any duty 
of citizenship in Great Britain, as such an 
act on his part constituted an election and 
would be considered as an act of expatriation 
*on his part.

ers which are more wholesome than 
| rolled butter wafers. But here js en- 
couragment—you may have beginner's 
/luck.: Wafers foiled out with the roll- 
ing pin have just that roliing element 
to make them more difficult to manu- 
facture. 

We have*not the old fashioned waf- 
er irons, or what in French are called 
gauffre irons. These look like a great 
pair of pinchers with long handles 
by which they are held while the waf- 
ere are Maked over a charcoal fire. 
The jaws, or pincher part, are oblong 
sheets, indented so as to give surfaces 
lightly marked in squares, like the old 
champaigne wafers which we have in 


batters is baked between these jaws,

| 88 a waffle batter is baked between two 


surfaces. 

To stuart in a small way, and yet be 
able to make a large number of wafers 
with this amount of batter, take one- 
third cup of dry flour well sifted, three 
tablespoons of powered sugar, a pinch 
of salt, and one-third cup of cream.
